Hen Lice and Gapes tn Chickens — I be- 
lieve 1 have at last made a discovery that is 
very important to the poultry interest of the 
country— a fact that I wish all poultry raisers 
to knox^ I therefore seud it to your widely 
circulated paper for publication. I set it down 
for granted some years' since, that if batching 
hena coild be kept from what is called ben 
lice, or midges, the chicks would not tek<yih« 
g*pes orplpe, and to p event that, I bare fotfuff. 
by frequent experiments, that to kill the lico 
of the hens as soon as they come -ofl' with 
their young broods, is a sore preventive to 
gapes In their chickens. 

My mede, or that of m v better half, is to 
take the hens as soon as they come eff with 
their join g, and with common lard or any 
old grease, saturate them well under their 
wings and along their sides, and slightly on 
their badbs, which will kill all the vermin on 
them, and also off tie chicks. Care should 
be taken not to put on too much, is it w U 
lay the down on the chicks, or mat It so that 
they are liable (o perish in the cool of the 
morning. 

My theory of the eause of the gapes la this.

We learn that an expedition of the Oee 
Hundred and Forty-third New York and 
Twenty-sixth Wisconsin regiment®, of Gen. 
seburrs division. Eleventh armv corps, under 
Lient. Colonel Asmussen, went up the branch 
railroad, from Shell Mound to Gcrdon’s Coal 
Mines, and captured a locomotive and two 
freight cars. 

The railroad south of them is again opened 
as far as Running Waters, and transportation 
gained for supplies. 

From the iront we have the following, dated 
“Headquarters Army of the Potomac, Monday 

night:” 

Buford’s cavalry division returned from the 
reconnousaeco to Culpepper, at noon to-dsy, 
having driven the enemy before them down 
the Sulphur Springs road, to within a mile of 
Culpepper. 

A portion of the enemy’s infantry, with ar- 
tillery, were encountered last night about 
sunset near Culpepper, when a skirmish en- 
sued, lu which we sustained a loss or about 
twenty-five in killed and wounded— bat a 
email proportion ot them klUa 1. in the opinion 
of the officers accompanying the reconnois- 
eance tko main body of Lee’s srmy will not be 
met ibis side of the Rapidan, although a por- I 
tion of his troops occupied Culpepper. 

Scouts from the front to-night report that I 
Kiipitrick has thoroughly reconnoitered the 
country from the fords of the rivers to the 
north of Culpepper. 

There is a report that he has surprised and 
captured four hundred prisoners at Ellis’ 
Ford. This lacks confirmation. 

The disposition of our forces has been 
carefully made with reference to the proba- 
bility of an attack on our flanks- 

Violent snow squalls occurred yesterday and 
to-night, and the wtalber is quite cold. 

The road is in good condition, and the troops 
in excellent spirits. 

The Herald has the following; 

Headquarter* Army of the Htomae, Hop. 9.— 
Yeeteroay two squadrons of the First New 
York dragoons, under command of Captain 
Jacob W. Knapp, attached to Buford’s divis- 
ion, left the command at Mud Ran to rec^n- 
coiter the country. They proceeded to Cul- 
pepper, and charged through the town, driv- 
iug twice their own number of rebels before 
them.

A LANDSCAPE. 

The labors of the human architect were 
simulated everywhere. In some portions of 
the Rocky Mountains where I have travel- 
ed, such resemblances, looming upon me sud- 
denly in the depths el a trackless, silent wil 
derness, have been absolutely appalling. I 
have seemed to be standing alone in the 
splendid palaces of the genii. Here, however, 
the likeness to conscious architecture whs 
everywhere grotesque or beautiful. Crown- 
ing a low butte upon our west rose a splecd’d 
constellated pile, which, with all my prepara- 
tion for 6trange fre ks of nature, I required 
some reasoning with myself to assure me was 
not the handiwoik of man. There stood 
Windsor Castle, elaborated to the last detail 
of turrets, portals, deep embrasured windows, 
battlements and bastions! If I had not 
sketched it, I might say to the engraver who 
illustrates my travels, “Make me a rough- 
lined copy of Windsor from any convenient 
picture ot the facade,” and he would have rep- 
resented that rock for the instant recognition 
of aDy back-woodsman’s bay. 

Bach a picture as the following can probably 
be witnessed nowhere else on earth: 

A NATURAL CEMETERY. 

A few miles further on we struck “Monu- 
ment OTeek,” where Fremont camped lor a 
considerable time during (I think) his second 
expedition. The name instantly began ex- 
plaining itself. At every turn of the road 
some new surprise broke upon uj. Here 
Greenwood or Laurel Hill gieamrd through 
the trcc6— all the outcropping ridges of yellow 
conglomerate having been late-worked by the 
wind into Egyptian vaults, pyramid shafts, 
Turkish sarcophagi, pillar-propped table s, ob- 
elisks and monuments of every sizd and style. 
A favorite form with the wind sculptor was a 
shallow urn erected on a fluted column, this 
shape being apparently explained on close ir- 
spiction by the greater tenacity of the surface 
of the conglomerate through aa excess ot iron 
oxides in Us composition, this portion yield- 
ing more slowly to attrition, while the mors 
friable lime and sand in the lower portion of 
the block were rapidly cut away Into round- 
nrss. We found it as difficult, at first tight, 
to conceive of Nature as the sculptor of this 
cemetery as we had to acknowledge her arent 
tect of the castle. 

GARDEN OF THE GODS. 

As we whirled down the splendid floor of 
the valley (for, like all the roads In Colorado, 
It is rather floor than highway), we were close- 
ly walled upon the right and left by tuccessive 
tablets of red and creamy ro< k, this strata of 
gorgeously colored schist, wuich the molten 
outburst of the granite sierra had raised from 
their original planes to »n absolute p» rpendic- 
ular. We jiave nothing like these in the East. 
Metaphor alone describes them. They are n< t 
sandstone They are a strange porcelain from 
the po'tcry of tue gnomes — a composite rock, 
part clay, part lime, part flint sand, the whit* 
a paste of gilt mixed with calcarious powder, 
line as gypsum dust, and Indeed running into 
beautilui gypsum beds close by; the red still 
fur her complicated by mixtures of oxides 
and smoothly -ground aluminum. Fancy rock 
strati thus composed rising abruptly from 
the flit 500 feet, precipitous on both their 
broad sid.s, and no thicker in proportion 
to their altitude than the plain tablets 
of a graveyard; fancy them still further 
polished by the whirling sand of this wind- 
swept territoiy until the services shine 
white marble or pure blood-red jasper, and 
their edges weathered into all manner of curi- 
ous profiles, here simulating a griffin, here a 
Goddess of Liberty, here an eagle and a dol-

In 1861 two firms that 
had no standing as plow-makers in 1852 sent 
out 9,300 plows. Four firms that bad no ex- 
istence in 1851 as makers of cultivators maJ« 
and sold 1,199 of these implements In 1S61. 
Three firms who minnfacmred 333 ^rr-d’-ills 
in 1852, raised the number in 1861 to 70S. 
Four firms who ia 1858 sold only 32 reHDiug- 
machines, in 1861 sold 1,715. In 1852 six 
firms sent out 327 threshing machines; in 
1861 they sold 1,084. The horse- rakes rose 
in the same period from 611 to 1.739, from 
five firms; the haymakers of two firms from 
50 to 721; the chaff-cutters bv three firms 
from 1,004 in 1855. to 4,305 in 1961; and five 
firms which tn 1852 turned oat 64 corn -bruis- 
ers, increased the a amber in 1861 to 2,680. 

Great Brat Sugar Manufactory in Illi- 
nois.— M essrs. Gamert Brothers have just 
erected at Chatsnorth, Ilia., an extensive es- 
tablishment for manafsetnring sugar from the 
sugar beat, st an expense of $50,000. The 
boilding is 150 by 100 feet. The principal ma- 
chinery is Imported frciu Prussia, where the 
manufacture has been very successfuL To 
ahow the growth of the manufacture in that 
country, we give the amount of import duties 
collected there on foreign sugars and the excise 
duties on beet sugar, from 1347 to 1357:

The Annaal 
Report on the Commercial Relations of 
thu United States has just come into the pos- 
session of the public. It purports to be for 
the year ended September 30tb, 1862, but a 
great deal of its matter refors to the transac- 
tions of the early part of 1861, and some 
of it to the year 1860. It contains matter 
ti nt would have been of great value to the 
c-mmercial public bad it been promptly sent 
forward by our Consuls, and as promptly pub- 
lished when received. Merchants and shippers, 
in that case, would have been seasonably in- 
formed of the ports and places to which they 
might have shipped goods of the product of 
the United States with profit to themselves, 
and ben * fit to the trade of the country. They 
would also have received timely notice In de- 
tail of commercial regulations abroad ef 
great importance to their interests. But 
whin the publication of such matttrs Is de- 
layed from two to three years, their value is, 
of course, entirely lost. 

We mention another iustance. Our annual 
report on the Commerce and Navigation of 
the United States, always far in arrears of its 
season of usefulness, is now Btill further be- 
hind than ever. The report embracing the 
operations of 1861-2 is not yet in tha hands of 
the public. Since it should have been pre- 
pared the traesactious of the following year 
have been closed, and four months of a third 
have passed. Of course such delays make 
these otherwise invaluable documents use- 
less, and their publication little better than a 
waste of the public money. 

Now they do ail this very differently in the 
much abused “Circumlocution Office.” We 
have beiore us at this writing a Parliamentary 
return, exhibiting the trade aud navigation of 
Great Britain dowu to the 31st of August, 
1S63 We bad this document before the close 
of October, so that within two months the 
British officials have made out, printed and 
sent across the Atlantic a document giving 
the same character of information which we 
on this side consume a year and a half to two 
years in getting before the public .

A Skating Seed, or the “Miraculous 
Devil.’* 

The San Francisco Bulletin gives an account 
of one of the greatest curiosities probably that 
ever appeared in the natural world to puzzle 
philosophers and make scient fic iuvetigaiors

against which they can only beat their heads 
in vain, aud it ia found in a simple seed 
brought from the Sierra Madre range in Mex- 
ico, and called by the natives of the country El 
Diabola di Miraculous.

A Peculiar Institution in Iowa.— among 
the curious phases of Iowa society is the 
“Amanna Society,” located in Iowa county, 
twenty miles west of Iowa City. From the 
Muscatine Journal we glean the following 
facts relative to this community. It says “It 
numbers 800 members, and is divided into 
even v llages. It is governed by trustees 
elected by ail the members of the so-iely. 
The societv owds 20,000 acres of land in one 
body. Th»y have a large stock of cattle, 
sheep and horses; 700 head of cattle, 12,000 
h ad nf sheep, at.d a large number of Uorstf ; 
also 2,200 acres of land under cultivation. 

They are engaged to some extent in manu- 
facturing, aud have a good flouring and saw- 
mill and a large woolen factory in successful 
operation. They card, spin, weave sud full 
all kinds of woolen goods, running twelve 
loom6 — nine narrow and three for weaving 
broadcloth. Their machinery is of the moei 
perfect kind. Thev will work up this season 
from 5,000 to 6,000'bales of wool. The mem-
